tance east of Bethany station, within a 
•few miles of this place. They were sur- 
rounded by a stronger force of the en 
emy with four or five guns. 


'•The detachment 
was engaged from 


noon the third to nine a. m. the fourth, 
then they apparently surrendered. 


"Immediately after I heard the news 


on the afternoon of the third, I ordered 
Oatacre to proceed from Springfontein 
to Reddersburg with all speed. I also 
dispatched the Camerons from here to 
Bethany. Gatacre reached Reddesburg 
at ten thirty o'clock on the morning of 
the fourth unopposed. He foucd no 
news of the missing detachments. There 
is no doubt b-t what all were taken 
prisoners. "

democrat?" the admiral was asksd and 
after a moment's hesitation he replied: 


"Yes. I think I can anHwer. that. Yes 


I am a democrat." 


_"If the republicans nominate Mc- 
Kinley and the democrats name Bryan 
for the presidency would you run inde- 
pendently?"' 


"I won't answer that." 
To some of his friends who called on 


him last night the admiral admitted that 
he had littie hope of receiving the nomi- 
nation of either of the great parties but 
said he would run independently. 
He 


confessed that he was a Cleveland Demo- 
crat, a gold man and a great admirer of 
the ex-president who now lives at Prince- 
ton, N. J. 


An Admirer of Cleveland 


'•I have not voted or taken any par- 


ticular interest in politics for many 
years," said Dewey to his friends, "but 
1 did want to vote for Cleveland the last 
time he ran, and would have done so 
had it not been too much trouble to go 
all the way up to Vermont." 


Last night the admiral claimed to be 


very much pleased with the manner in 
which the country had received the news 
of his candidacy. 
He said the people 


were with him, even if the 
politicians 


were not, and that the politicians would 
come to his support later on. He spoke 
somewhat bitterly of President McKin- 
loy, and admitted he was very anxious 
to see the president defeated, and might 
run as au independent candidate tor'that 
very purpose.

Nothing in the way of an educational 


institution has ever been planned ou 
sucli an elaborate scale as has the new 
University of California, the building 
of which Mrs. Tlicbc A. Hearst, Amer- 
ica's foremost woman philanthropist, 
has devoted tho larger part of her im- 
mense fortune. 


According to the plaus of M. Ber- 


nard, the distinguished French archi- 
tect whose design took first prize in 
the 8100,000 competition, tlie new uni- 
versity is to be not merely a group of 
buildings, but a scolastic city, com- 
plete in every detail and as beautiful 
as a dream. 


The present buildings of the univer- 


sity are situated ou the Berkeley hills, 
and the grounds include several (ine 
groves of trees. On one side is San 
Francisco bay. 
The 
buildings now 


standing arc to be pulled down and tho 
entire character of the grounds chang- 
ed. The architects were instructed to 
treat the site .is if it were so tmieh 
blank space, taking note only of the 
natural features. 


A population of ">.000 students of 


both sexes is anticipated. 
Resides 


these a large number of professors, in- 
structors ami the necessary number of 
•working men and .women to minister 
to the physical wants of those who 
learn and teach was the basis ou which 
M. Bernard made his calculations. 


Approaching the university from the 


bay side M. Bernard's plnns show im- 
mediately within the entrance what he 
has called the "Fine Arts square." 
Three buildings are showu on the left 
—a school of (hie arts, a university, 
museum and an academy of music. 
On the right are but two buildings- 
one a theater and -the other a lecture 
hall—and between them undisturbed 
•will be the grove of line oaks which 
now contribute so much to the beauty 
of tho university situ. 


Proceeding up University avenue, on 


the left is the university library, with 
a civil engineering building in the 
rear, and on the right the domed ad- 
ministration building, with a college 
of mines behind it. Then still farther

up the avenue the buildings are divid- 
ed by that broad, tree lined boulevard 
into two groups. 


All those ou the left are devoted to 


general education; all those ou the 
right to rest and recreation. 
The 


dormitory buildings facing one another 
look down ou a. (lower bordered cam- 
pus, nud on a lower level to the 
.:tl< 


is a grand recreation ground, with a 
truly magnificent gymnasium on the 
south side, sheltered from the heat and 
the winds, and ou the east and west 
tribunes with rows of scats and proud 
pennants bearing stanchions. 


Each architect was required to pro- 


vide detailed plans of one building, 
and it 
is this particular structure 


which M. Bernard has chosen to depict: 
Broad driveways lead to the gymnasi- 
um from the south and curve around 
its eastern and western ends. 
Just 


across each of these latter roads a light 
bridge in the form of a graceful arch 
is thrown, and so connection is made 
directly between the gymnasium and 
two clubhouses. 


On the north side of the main educa- 


tional building is the agricultural col- 
lege, with ample grounds for experi- 
mental work. 
Higher up comes the 


group of natural history buildings, and 
on the highest point reached by easy 
terraces is tho university observatory. 
To the south of the last building, some 
distance removed, where fresh air can 
reach it at all times, is the infirmary. 


The whole ^chcme shows breadth. 


There is no crowding and yet no waste, 
•while creeks and trees and undulating 
surfaces are worked into the plan un- 
disturbed and are mrfde to contribute 
their share to a beautiful entity. Some 
of the most imposing structures have 
colouuated fronts and are embellished 
with towers on the corners, relieving 
the view when caught from above of 
any monotony of dead level. 


The whole project is finer than any 


similar conception ever contemplated 
by a university, and the houor that 
will accrue to the University of Califor- 
nia upon its completion will be re- 
flected upon 
the wonderful woman 


who inspired it. 


It is estimated that the total cost of 


the new university will be about $Mi>.- 
000,000. 
The trustees expect th.-u ;sll 


of this vast sum will be subscribed 
and that tho now university will be 
completed 
within 
ten years. Mrs. 


Hearst, who has. met the expense of 
securing the plans, has agreed to erect 
two of the buildings. Mayor Phelan of 
San Francisco will build one. and Miss 
Jennie Flood will build another. Be- 
sides this, the subscriptions already 
amount to $7.000,000. 
M. Bernard Is 


now in California busily overseeing tbo 
preliminary work. He expects to stay 
until the university is completed.
